PEESIDENT LAUDS 


NOTED COMMANDER 


Praises His Generalship and Draws 


Lessons for Aiucricau Citizens— 


Ex-Speaker Henderson Also 


Eulogizes Him.

WASHINGTON', Oct. 15.—To 
the 


memory of Wm. T. Sherman an eques- 
trian statue -was unveiled hero this af- 
ternoon by a litt.lo boy, Wm. Tccumsch 
Sherman Thorndyko, grandson of tho 
great chieftain in the presence of offic- 
ial Washington, the president, the diplo- 
matic corps and tho cabinet at its head. 
Thousands of veterans, members of the 
societies of tho armies of the Cumber- 
land, the Tennessee, the Ohio and the 
Potomac, all the regular troops in the 
vicinity 6i Washington, a battalion of 
marines, two battalions of seamen and 
tho district national guard 
were 
re- 


viewed by tho president before the un- 
veiling ceremonies which began at 2:30 
o'clock. 


After the invocation by the Rev. D. J. 


Stafford and music by the marine bond, 
General Grenvillc M. Dodgo president of 
the society of the army of the Tennessee 
nnd chairman of tho Sherman Statue 
commission, made the introductory ad- 
dress. Upon its conclusion the marine 
bnnd struck up "Tho Slur 
Spangled 


Banner." the Fourth field buttery 17. S. 
!A.. flred a salute and (he flags which 
liid from view tho statue were drawn 
aside by the grandson of tl'c hero to 
whose memory it was erected. 


President Uooi-evelt was then intro- 


duced and spoke as follow?.:

EULOGY OF PHKRMAN, 


As soon ns the applause following the 


president's address Iind subsided, David 
B, Henderson, of Iowa, former speaker 
of the house of representatives spoke en 
behalf of tho nrmy of the Cumberland. 
In eulogy of General Sherman he said: 


"The language of this 
stn.tuo 
tells 


•what, ho fought for—pence—To recount, 
his battles is to givo a history ot the 
Civil wtir. 
He never drew his sword 


without drawing blood »nd making per- 
manent history. His march to tho sea 
id generally regarded ss 
his greatest 


campaign—tho world so rated it—but it 
did not come up to the genius and gran- 
deur of the campaign immediately fol- 
lowing it wlicu lw carried practically 


tho same army from Savannah to North 
Carolina. That wax the greatest work 
of Sherman's life. Could the living and 
dead of the Civil war unite: in one voice 
they would sny of Sherman 'He was a 
great man; ho was n great soldier; he 
was a pure patriot.' " 


Mr. Henderson in the course of his 


address referred to Booth, Gititcau and 
Czolgoz as the horrid damnable, mani- 
festations of our national growth.

CLEVELAND SPEAKS 


ON DUTY OF CITIZEN 


Ex-President Takes for Keynote 


Indifference in Public Af- 


fairs-Makes Plea lor 


Sound Money. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Former President 


Cleveland spoke before the Chicago Com- 
mercial club last evening, his theme be- 
ing "American Good Citizenship." 


Perhaps the keynote of his address 


was national indifference to public af- 
fairs and the necessity of maintaining 
law and order under a just system of 
distribution of wealth, equal opportun- 
ities nnd common privileges. He made a 
direct thrust at citiwns who hold lightly 
participation in public affairs and who 
regard pnblie service as the flcld for pol- 
iticians and party manipulators. 


"It is time that there should be an 


end of sclf-satistied gratification or pre- 
tense of virtue in the phrase, 'I am not 
a politician,'" he said. "Every citizen 
should be politician enough to bring 
himself within the- true meaning of the 
term as ono who concerns Iiiniself with 
'the regulation or government of a na- 
tion or stole for the preservation of its 
safety, peace and prosperity.' This is 
politics in its best sense and thJs is good 
citizenship." 


The speaker insisted that the with- 


drawal of wholesome sentiment and pa- 
triotic activity from political action on 
the part of those "who are indifferent to 
duty or foolhardy 
in their 
optimism 


opens the way for a ruthless and unre- 
lenting enemy of our free institutions." 


The ex-president urged that good cit- 


izens should unite in making the govern- 
ment a depository of benefits which, in 
equal current and volume, should flow 
out to all the people, that free opportun- 
ity should not be made the occasion of 
special privileges, that ostentation and 
extravagance in public life 
should be 


discouraged, that simplicity and econo- 
niv should be enforced in public admin- 
istration and that unnatural and specu- 
lative combinations in trade should be 
condemned. 


PLEA FOR SOUND MONEY. 


Tie also nointed out that our currency 


and finances concern not, alone the large 
traders, merchants and bankers and that 
if any adjustments nre necessary they 
should bo made in such manner as shall 
nmintiiin the soundness of the people's 
earnings nnd savings. This reference to 
.sound money wns liberally applauded. 


Mr. Cleveland assured his hearers that 


he is not a pessimist nnd that he would 
be the last of all to lose faith in the sav- 
inir grace of patriotism. This sentiment 
aUo was received with much applause. 


As for political parties. Mr. Cleveland 


said he recognized (heir function and 
service in the interest of good govern- 
ment. 


•'I am quite willing to confess a strong 


narfy allegiance.' he said, ''but I speak 
tonight of something broader and loftier 
than party, of a higher law under whose 
sanction all parties should exist and by 
whose 
decrees 
all parties should be 


judges."

System Projected at South Bend, Power to 


lie Supplied From ISlir Renorvolr,

scheme has been developed here which 
contemplates connecting 
Chicago 
and 


ritlsbnrp, Pa., by an electric system. 
It will be the largest electric railway 
s\"^tem in the world.

er resources in Ohio at St. Mary's res- 
ervoir, just across the Indiana line, is 
comprehended in the project. This res- 
ervoir covers 17.000 acres and at pres- 
ent supplies water for the Miami and 
Erie canal, which is about to be aban- 
doned.

in the St. Joseph river four miles east 
of South Bend, and on which fl,500,000 
has already been spent.

Ferhapa the governor would not actu- 


ally use the language directly, that all 
opposing should be boycotted, and it is 
possible he has not considered tho high- 
ly dangerous character of such advice. 
Perhaps the governor in his • zeal mak- 
ing such a public statement docs not 
really mean boycotting should be intro- 
duced into our politics. But he can not 
be ignorant of the fact that if he has 
meant this, he has not only violated the 
law but nut himself on tho plane of an 
advocate of social 
disorder. But this 


boycotting 
however advised, 
unthink- 


ingly or knowingly, i3 a two-edged 
sword. 


If logically followed up. one sure re- 


sult would happen, practical anarchy. 
For seething humanity with its com- 
plex social conditions, fighting humanity 
for 
differing opinions and 
conscience 


sake would make life a veritable hell. 
Has not ihc world seen enough in past 
generations, and It.is not; tho lesson been 
sufficient? Is the (lay of tho stake and 
burning faggot, tiie day of tho torture 
chamber, of imprisonment in loathesomo 
cells, all for the crime of different opin- 
ions, to return to blot this fair land? 
Thoughtful people, can not but conclude 
this advice of the governor, even in the 
heat of his campaign, if followed, would 
surely lead to grave consequences. 


Let us rather think Governor La Fol- 


lolto has not duly measured hi?, words, 
than to presume lie purposely would em- 
broil citi/.cn with citi7.cn. church with 
church, organization with organization, 
political parties grappling to the very 
death, and a state of social and political 
chaos. 


Was there ever a reform that was not 


dobnted. amended and re-amended, and 
oven disputed? Has there ever been a 
public measure that has not been treat- 
ed from all points of view, not. only by 
rival parties, but by the very friends uf 
the proposed rrfortu principle? Do not 
Republicans differ 
upon the 
methods 


that the best results be secured, as do 
Democrats, and have there not been Re- 
publican measures in congress that Re- 
publicans differing as to the policy vot- 
ed against, and did not Senator SSpooner 
and Senator Quarles vote against the 
ship subsidy measure emanating from 
their own parly and thereby received 
the approval of Wisconsin Republicans 
for their course? 
'Let us rather in all these contemplat- 


ed measures of legislation secure the 
fullest debate, have the largest liberty 
of action, even unto opposing, that the 
best possible results be secured and the 
liberty of every citizen's conscience pre- 
served inviolate. If the Republican par- 
ty through its leaders oppose this, the 
party will go down as it ought to go 
down. It can not break faith with its 
rich traditions, of its heritage of free- 
dom of opinion, and from the days when 
men died that the nation might live.

States supreme court, have deprived tho 
commission of any power apparently 
delegated to it by congress.

commission, but it has been no sur- 
prise to some that the country learn- 
ed later on, there was a lair sized gold 
brick presented to the Interstate com- 
mission, and further legislation is need- 
ed. 


One trouble with state railroad rate 


commission has 
been either incapacity 


has boon shown, a 'disposition to play 
politics, or a disposition to favor o:ic 
part of the community at the expense of 
the other part. It is useless to deny 
railroads 
arc 
entitled 
t,o 
fair 
re- 


turns, but it is not useless to deny rail- 
roads should be deprived of any de-

try interested in the movement, its ear- 
ly enactment may bo flrcurcd."

PRESIDENT LAUDS 


NOTED COMMANDER 


Praises His Generalship and Draws 


Lessons for American Citizens— 


Ex-Speaker Henderson Also 


Eulogizes Him. 


• 
WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
15.—To 
the 


memory of Wm. T. Sherman an eques- 
trian statue was unveiled hero this af- 
ternoon by a little boy, Wm. Tecumseh 
Sherman Thorndykc, grandson of the 
great chieftain in the presence of offic- 
ial Washington, the president, the diplo- 
matic corps and tho cabinet at its head. 
Thousands of veterans, members of the 
societies of the armies of the Cumber- 
land, the Tennessee, the Ohio and the 
Potomac, all the regular troops in the 
vicinity 61 Washington, a battalion of 
marines, two battalions of seamen and 
tho district national guard 
were 
re- 


viewed by the president before the un- 
veiling ceremonies which began at 2:30 
o'clock. 


After the invocation by the Rev. D. J. 


Stafford and music by the marine band, 
General Grcnville M. Dodge president of 
the society of the army of the Tennessee 
and chairman of tho Sherman SCatue 
commission, made thb introductory ad- 
dress. Upon its conclusion tho marine 
band struck up "Tho 
Star 
Spangled 


Banner," the Fourth field battery.U. S. 
'A., fired a salute and tho flags which 
hid from view the statue were drown 
aside by the, grandson of the hero to 
•whose memory it was erected. 


President Roosevelt was then intro- 


duced and spoke as follows: 


Among the generals who rose to high 


position as leaders of the various armies 
in the field arc many who will bo remem- 
bered in our history as long as this his- 
tory itself is remembered. Sheridan, the 
incarnation of firry energy and prowess; 
Thomas, fflrsightod, cool-headed, whose 
steadfast courage burned ever highest in 
tho supreme moment of tho crisis; Me- 
Clellan. with his extraordinary gift for 
organization; Mcndo, victor in one of the 
decisive battles of all time; Hancock, 
type of tho true fighting ma.n among the 
rerfulars; Logan, type of the tme fight- 
in;,' man among the 
volunteers—tho 


names of these and of many others will 
endure so long as our people hold sacred 
the memory of the fight for union and 
for liberty. High among these chiefs 
rise tho figures of Grand and of Grant's 
great lieutenant, Sherman, whose statue 
here in the national capital is today to 
be unveiled. It is not necessary here to 
go over the long roll of Sherman's 
mighty feats. 
They nro written large 


throughout the history of the civil war. 
Our memories would be poor indeed if 
we did not recall them now, as we look 
along Pennsylvania avenue and think of 
the great triumphal march which surged 
down its lentfth when at tho close'of 
the war the victorious armica of the oust 
nnd of the west met here in the capital 
of tho nation they had saved. 


Our homngro lodny to tho memory of 


Sherman comes from the depths of our 
h'-'ing. Wo would be unworthy citizens 
did we not feel profound gratitude to- 
'ward him, and thos? like him and under 
him, 
\7ho, when the country called in 


her dire need, sprang forward with such 
gallant eagerness to answer that call. 


We must have in us the spirit which 


made the men of tho civil war1 what they 
were; tho spirit which produced leaders 
such as Sherman: the spirit which gave 
to tin- average soldier the grim tenacity 
nnd ri"-:nircffu!noss that made the ar- 
mies of (Irjint and Sherman as formida- 
ble lighting machines as this world has 
ever sern. We need their rtiggedncss of 
body, their keen and vigorous minds, and 
above 
all their dominant quality of 


forceful character. 


In tho long run, then, it depends upon

citizenship. The one supreme duty is to 
try to keep this average high. To this 
end it in well to keep alive the .memory 
of those men who are fit to serve as ex- 
amples of what is loftiest and best in 
American citizenship. Such a man was 
General Sherman. 


EULOGY OF SHERMAN. 


As soon as the applause following the 


president's address had subsided. David 
15. Henderson, of lown, former speaker 
of the house of representatives spoke on 
behalf of tho army of the Cumberland. 
In eulogy of General Sherman he said: 


"Tho language of this statue 
tells 


what he fought for—peace—To recount 
his battles is to givo a history of the 
Civil war. 
He never drew his sword 


•without drawing blood and making per- 
manent history. His march to tho sea 
ix generally regarded as 
his greatest 


campaign—the world so rated it—but it 
did not come up to the genius and gran- 
deur of the campaign immediately fol- 
lowing it when he carried practically i 


the same army from Savannah to North 
Carolina. That'was the greatest work 
of Sherman's life. Could the living and 
dead of the Civil war unite in one voice 
they would say of Sherman 'He was a 
great man; he was a great soldier; he 
was a pure patriot.' " 


Mr. Henderson in tho course ol his 


address referred to Booth, Gniteau and 
Czolgoz as the horrid damnable, man! 
festations of our national growth.

HIS FIRST MARRIAGE. 


.Mrs. Andrew Jackson, the first wife, 


was seen this morning and told what 
she knew of her divorced husband. She 
said they M'ere married about seventeei 
years ago at Slades Corners in Kcnosha 
by a Lutheran minister. 
Her maiden 


name was Carrie Brandes. 
Jackson is 


about 35 years of age, and his first wife 
is about 40. Three children were born 
to them, two boys and a daughter. The 
son is about 1.6 years old 
and 
the 


youngest daughter 7 years. 


HIS AFFECTION WANED. 


"Seven years ago," said Mrs. Brandes, 


"I first began to notice my husband's 
affection was waning. 
My sister was 


stopping with us at the time, but I 
little thought that anything more thnn 
a friendly feeling existed between the 


two. 
As time passed on the devotion 


and love he had for mo seemed to pass 
in the possession of my sister, whom I 
had trusted implicitly and whom I be- 
lieved was a true 
sister. I couldn't 


stand it, that was all! I had to order 
my sister to leave. My husband wasn't 
good to me; he told me to leave him, 
ordered me out, but I couldn't leave 
then. I stood it as long as I could and 
three years ago I secured a separation 
on this grounds of cruel and inhuman 
treatment.

ON DUTY OF CITIZEN 


Ex-President Takes tor Keynote 


Indifference in Public Af- 


fairs-Makes Plea tor 


Sonnd Money.

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Former President 


Cleveland spoke before the Chicago Com- 
mercial club lost evening, bis theme be- 
ing "American Good Citizenship." 


Perhaps the keynote of his address 


was national indifference to public af- 
fairs and the necessity of maintaining 
law and order under a just system of 
distribution of wealth, equal opportun- 
ities and common privileges. He made a 
direct thrust at citizens who hold lightly 
participation in public affairs and who 
regard, public service as the field for pol- 
iticians and party manipulators. 


"It is time that there should be an 


end of self-satlstied gratification or pre- 
tense of virtue in the phrase, 'I am not 
a politician,'" lie said. "Every citizen 
should be politician enough to bring 
himself within the true meaning of the 
term ns one who concerns himself with 
'the regulation or government of a na- 
tion or state for the preservation of its 
safety, peace and prosperity.' This ia 
~ 


politics in its best sense and this is good 
citizenship." 


The speaker insisted that the with- 


drawal of wholesome sentiment and pa- 
triotic activity from political action on 
the part of those "who are indifferent to 
duty or foolhardy in their 
optimism 


opens the way for a ruthless and unre- 
lenting enemy of our free institutions." 


The ex-president urged that good cit- 


izens should unite in making the govern- 
ment a depository of benefits which, in 
equal current and volume, should flow 
out to all the people, that free opportun- 
ity should not be made the occasion of 
special privileges, that ostentation and 
extravagance in public life should be 
discouraged, that simplicity and econo- 
my should be enforced in public admin- 
istration and that unnatural and specu- 
lative combinations in trade should be 
condemned. 


PLEA FOR SOUND MONEY. 


He also pointed out that oiir currency 


and finances concern not alone the large 
traders, merchants and bankers and that 
if any adjustments are necessary they 
should be made in such manner as shall 
maintain the soundness of the people's 
earnings and savings. This reference to 
sound money was liberally applauded. 


Mr. Cleveland assured his hearers that 


he is not a pessimist and that he would 
be the last of all to lose faith in the sav- 
ing grace of patriotism. This sentiment 
also was received with much applause. 


As for political parties, Mr. Cleveland 


said he recognized their function and 
service in the interest of good govern- 
ment. 


"I am quite willing to confess a strong 


party allegiance,' he said, "but I speak 
tonight of something broader and loftier 
than party, of a higher law under whose 
sanction all parties should exist and by 
whose decrees all parties should be 
judges."

Bandits Secure §2,800 in Sucker 


State and Have Running 


Fight With Citizens in 


Buckeye Village. 


PEOKIA, m., Oct. 14.—Four 
men 


drove into Berwick early today, entered 
the Farmers' State 
bank, 
forced the 


combination of the safe and secured $2,- 
800. 
The explosion awakened a number 


of residents who appeared on the scene 
only to be compelled by the armed rob 
bers to watch thorn load the booty in a 
buggy and drive toward the east. No 
trace of the robbers has yet been found. 


RUNNING FIGHT BLOODLESS. 


LIMA, O., Oct. H.—A running fight 


between residents of the town and bur- 
glars following the robbery of the post- 
oflice, occurred at Columbus Grore early 
today. So far as could be learned no 
ono was injured. 


For several days suspicions have boon 


aroused by the presence of strangers in 
the town and extra guards were placed 
around banks and other places which 
might be attacked. 


The postofTice was unprotected. About 


2 o'clock an explosion aroused the cit- 
izens,, who, seeing the robbers escape 
from the building, fired at them. Many 
shots were exchanged. 


All the surrounding towns have been 


notified to keep a lookout 
for the 


thieves.

Sank Peacefully to Itoat at St. Ajrnos Snnl-

BALTIMORE" Ma., Oct. 14.—The Most 


Rev. John Joseph Kain, archbishop of 
St. Louis, Mo., peacefully died last night 
at the St. Agnes sanitarium, this city, 
where he had been a, patient since May 
12. Dr. J. M. Stone and a number of 
priests and relatives, iacluding his sis- 
ter, Sister Mary Joseph, were at his 
bedside when the end came. 


The bishop suffered a general break- 


down from overwork. Recently appen- 
dicitis developed, and the prelate rapid- 
ly sank, an operation, which was deem- 
ed necessary, being impracticable owing 
to the enfeebled condition of the pa- 
tient. 


No arrangements have been made for 


the funeral, and it is not known wheth- 
er the body will be buried in his family 
lot at Martinsburg,' W. Va., or taken to 
st. Louis for interment.

SCHWAB'S ACTION 


WAS DISASTROUS 


D. Leroy Dresser Again Declares 


He Wrecked Shipbuilding 


Combination. 


Witness 'Today Denies His Effort to 


See Schwab Waa to Plead— 


• Corroborated by John F. 


Harris. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—It developed 


at the shipbuilding hearing today that 
D. Leroy Dresser hod made an effort 
yesterday to communicate with Charles 
M. Schwab. Counsel for the latter tried 
to show that Mr. Dresser had sought to 
plead with Mr. Schwab but Dresser who 
was on the stand denied that that was 
his purpose and renewed his charges 
that the withholding of the Bethlehem 
profits by Schwab had wrecked the ship- 
building combination. 


The inquiry into the affairs of the 


United 
States Shipbuilding company 


which is being pressed by the bondhold- 
ers protective association, was resumed 
today before Referee Oliphant. 
Since 


the last hearing arrangements have been 
made to take the testimony of Charles 
M. Schwab, Max l?am, Lewis Nixon, Geo. 
W. Perkins, John W. Young, James 
Dunn, and others concerned. 


It then developed that Mr.- Dresser 


had endeavored yesterday to get into 
communication with Mr. Schwab 
and 


the testimony upon the point brought 
from the witness the declaration that 
the 
shipbuilding company had been 


wrecked through 
the 
withholding of 


Bethlehem profits. 
The effort of the 


witness to reach Schwab had been made 
through Chas. Harris of the brokerage 
firm of Harris, Gates & Co., and was 
brought out by Guthrie for the purpose 
of showing that Dresser had sought to 
plead with Schwab and had held over 
him the threat of exposure 
of other 


facts in connection with the shipbuild- 
ing failure. 


In response to a series of questions 


put to him rapidly the witness denied 
that lie had sent word to Mr. Schwab 
that it would be well for him .to see him, 
or that he had threatened to make dis- 
closures that would injure Mr. Schwab. 
He also denied that he had said that 
it would be better for Mr. Schwab to 
quiet the matter or that he Dresser, had 
nothing to lose in the way of reputa- 
tion or that it would be better for all 
concerned to straighten the whole mat- 
ter out. 


When Mr. Guthrie finished his ques- 


tions, Mr. Dresser said: 


"Now will you ask me what I did 


say?" 


Mr. Untermeyer, attorney 
for 
the 


bondholders, told the witness 
to 
go 


ahead and tell what did happen and 
the witness went on: 


"Six weeks ago I saw Mr. Guthrie 


and told him if Mr. Schwab would take 
his grip off Bethlehem, the shipbuilding 
company would be all right. I went to 
the office of the Harris. Gates & Co., in 
the interests of the shipbuilding com- 
pany. Mr. Schwab has taken this way to 
show the public that I was there to 
plead with him. I went there, not to 
plead with him, but to ask him to take 
his grip off Bethlehem, and that if he 
did so it would make the shipbuilding 
company all right. 
I said that if he 


would give us any decent plan of re-or- 
ganization and not the confiscation plan 
that has been proposed the company 
would bo all right. .1 went over this 
shipbuilding matter with Charles Harris 
six weeks ago. I told him then that 
the wrecking of the shipbuilding com- 
pany was duo, to Mr. Schwab withhold- 
ing the profits of Bethlehem instead of 
letting them flow into the shipbuilding 
company where they belonged. I asked 
Mr. Harris to telephone to Mr. Schwab 
and ho did so. If out of the mess and 
mire the United States Shipbuilding Co., 
can be rehabilitated that is what I want 
to SRC done. I hove no financial inter- 
est but I feel that it will help me." 


NOT A PLEADING ERRAND. 


John F. Harris of Harris, Gates & Co., 


made the following statement this af- 
ternoon with reference to Mr. Dresser's 
visit to him yesterday. 


"Mr. Dresser wished it distinctly un- 


derstood that he did not want to plead 
with Mr. Schwab. He said he believ- 
ed that an amicable discussion of the 
situation might induce Mr. Schwab to 
'release his grip' and that the United 
States Shipbuilding company could then 
be rchabiliatcd. 
I repeated Mr. Dres- 


ser's statement to Mr. Schwab who said 
that he must decline to meet Mr. Ores- 
s-sr." 


Mr. Harris'asked to.be excused from 


stating Mr. Schwab's reasons for declin- 
ing to see Mr. Dresser. 


"Mr. Dresser," 
added Mr. 
Harris, 


"made it perfectly plain to me that the 
idea of seeing Mr. Schwab and talking 
things over was all his own and that 
he had taken the step without consult- 
ing anybody."

DOUBLE MURDER 


DUE TO JEALOUSY 


Oshkosh Man Kills Wife and Sell 


and Wounds Another 


Person. 


Without Warning He Sends Fatal 


Bullet Into Woman Who Had 


Left Him, Then Blows Own 


Brains Out. 


MENASHA, Wis,. Oct. 14.—With the 


blood of his murdered wife, Dorothy, 
still warm on his hands, and a second 
victim, L. 3. Jourdain writhing, presum- 
ably in death agony, almost at his feet, 
Frederick Crawford finished up one of 
the most sensational tragedies in the 
history of this part of the country by 
stepping behind the library building and 
blowing out his brains. 


Crawford lived in Oshkosh with his 


wife up to a year or so ago, when they 
separated, though they had not been di- 
vorced^- Some time ago Mrs. Crawford 
came to Menaslm in order to be out of 
reach of her husband of whom she was 
afraid. 


MADE APPOINTMENT TO MEET. 
He made frequent overtures to her for 


a reconciliation which resulted in an 
appointment being made for them to 
meet here last evening. They were to 
see each other in the presence of a po- 
liceman, as the wife was afraid to trust 
herself alone with Crawford. 


Crawford arrived here earlier than ex- 


pected. Instead of going at once to the 
place of appointment, he went to the 
route which he evidently knew his wife 
would take in going to the depot, and 
waited for her. As she was passing the 
public library ha stepped out and met 
her. 
Just what passed between them 


no one probably knows, for from the 
best evidence obtainable 
few 
if 
any 


words were spoken 
before 
Crawford 


drew a pistol and fired on the woman 
at such close range that the powder 
burned her clothing. She sank to the 
ground with a groan and died almost in- 
stantly. 


JOURDALN BADLY WOUNDED. 


Mr. Jourdain, who is engaged in the 


insurance business, stepped up and ask- 
ed Crawford 
what the 
trouble was. 


Crawford, without making any 
reply, 


fired on Jourdain. The ball struck him 
near the heart, breaking a rib and he 
fell. 


Crawford then stepped around the li- 


brary building- and sent a bullet through 
his brain, dying instantly. 


One of Mr. Jourdain's ribs was bro- 


ken. 
His wound is very serious, but 


there are hopes of his recovery. 


Crawford was insanely jealous of his 


wi/c.

'A new industry lisa been opened up

This particular grade of 
labor, 
the 


gathering of the 
mushroom, is 
the 


means of n score of people; getting in 
many dollars in this way. At daylight 
every morning for the past month, a 
corps of Bohemian women leave their 
homes iti the city for the pasture lauds 
and stump ground where this peculiar 
vegetable grows in abundance. They 
provide 
themselves 
with 
receptacles 


snch as bsig.s and peach baskets. Shortly 
after sninrise when the due is still on 
the ground, this small army of indus- 
trious women can be seen distributed 
among the Gelds picking the mushroom 
ns merrily as the French girls gather 
flowers for French perfume. 


Three to five hours occupied in. this 


way, including the time passed in coin- 
ing to and from the city, realizes them 
satisfactory reimmcration for the time 
spent. In many cases the mushrooms 
arc assorted into grades and kinds, and 
it might be well to add that they are 
like prepared preserves in one respect 
being about fifty-seven varieties, 
and 


then 
sold to 
hotels and cftSes in lla- 


cine, Chicago and Milwaukee. Where 
the crop is plenty, it don't take a great 
while to pick a sufficient supply to net 
the ceaseless toilers from two to ten 
dollars for one morning's work. Mush- 
rooms are what might be called a deli- 
cucy and just now are bringing exorbi- 
tant prices. They arc quoted at seven- 
ti'-five cents n pound, but it takes just 
about as many to make a pound as it 
would so much cotton. 
But neverthe- 


less fifteen to twenty pounds have been 
gathered in a day. 


A GREAT DELICACY. 


There are few more useful, more eas- 


ily recognized, or more delicious mem- 
burs of the vegetable kingdom than the 
common mushroom that grows in 
the 


short grass, in breezy pastures, where 
horses, herd? and flocks graze in the 
temperate regions of all parts 
of 
the 


world. Many depend upon minute and 
often obscure botanical characters for 
their determination whether or not they 
are real mushrooms, and may be readily 
confounded with worthless or poisonous 
species, but that is not the case with 
the common mushroom, for, although 
there are several other 
species 
that 


somewhat closely approach it in color 
and form, yet the true mushroom, if 
sound and freshly 
gathered, may be 


distinguished from all others with ease. 


Rarely do the women make a mistake 


In thoir selection. Many men and boys 
also gather mushrooms for private use. 
They are served with meats in some 
cases and some preserve them like fniit 
to use during the winter. A person not 
familiar with the difference between a 
mushroom and what is commonly called 
a "toad stool" experience dangerous pas- 
time in gathering the crop, for the lat- 
ter are most poisonous.

while there is a sprinkling of Asiatics 
among the guards.

HAMILTON, Mont., Oct. 14.—Walter 


Jackson, the convicted 
murderer of 


l-'onnie Buck, a six year old boy, was 
taken from the county jail here late 
last night by a mob and lynched. 


Shortly before midnight 75 masked 


men, all armed with rifles or shotguns, 
forced their way through the rear of 
the jail and overpowered Jailer Steph- 
ens, who was able to offer but slight re- 
sistance. Jackson was 
found in the 


darkest portion of his cell. He pleaded 
piteously for mercy, but was rushed out 
into tho street where the mob had al- 
ready provided themselves with a rope. 
This was quickly thrown over an elec- 
tric 
light polo and the noose placed 


aBout Jackson's neck. He was asked 
if he had anything to say, but only 
pleaded for mercy. Tho mob then pull- 
ed him into the air after which they 
quickly dispersed. Not a shot was fir- 
ed. 


Identity of the mob loaders is un- 


known. Thirty-five minutes 
after the 


lynching, Jackson's, body was cut down 
by tho sheriff and coroner and removed 
to the morgue. 


The murder of little Fonnie Buck was 


a peculiarly atrocious crime. When the 
boy's body was found it was horribly 
mutilated. Suspicion pointed to Jack- 
sou, 
and when he was arrested a lynch- 


ing was narrowly averted. His trial 
quickly followed and a verdict was re- 
turned within two "hours. He wa.s sen- 
tenced to be hanged, but his attorneys 
appealed to the supreme court.

FREIGHT HATES AGAIIf. 


The Madison Journal in a late issue 


gavo a table of freight rates from thir- 
teen different points in Iowa and Wis- 
consin of similar distances, and in every 
casu Wisconsin shippers have a mater- 
ial"-advantage, greater than even in the 
tables given out by the governor, of ad- 
vantages claimed enjoyed by the Iowa 
shipper. In noticing an objection that 
might be taken by the governor, that 
these twenty-six places or thirteen points 
of comparison were comparisons from 
points in the two states equally distant 
from Chicago, that is Chicago as the 
terminal point or objective market, the 
"writer states the governor in his Iowa 
points selects Chicago as the market for 
Iowa and Milwaukee for/the Wisconsin 
market, but the governor lias been care- 
loss in omitting to tell Wisconsin ship- 
pers ho may reach Chicago with a stop- 
over, which tmis gives 'him the advan- 
tage of two markets, both Chicago and 
Milwaukee, Chicago enjoying the Mil- 
waukee rate. 


The La Crosse Chronicle notices the 


Madison article and comments upon the 
ta*ble saying: 
"In this table one in- 


stance is taken with La Crosse and Ta- 
ma, 
Iowa

respectively from 
Chicago; 
the rate 


shown.in the schedule gives La Crosse, 
as over Tama, an advantage of 3J/3 
cents on wheat, 2% cents on other 
grains and 3 cents on lumber.

whioh La Crosse has a rate advantage

It is also immedi- 
ately apparent that it is not necessary 
in all cases to make Chicago the market 
for Wisconsin in order to make a show- 
ing in favor of Wisconsin; it may be 
done with Milwaukee as the market just 
as well."

The inference to be drawn 
from 


some late remarks of the governor tell- 
ing people they knew what to do in 
ease their paper fails to agree 
with 


their interpretation of things, and furth- 
er that papers failing to support rail- 
road legislation should look to the rail- 
roads for support, can bear but one 
construction. The inference is plain 
railway reform 
legislation 
means his 


own particular plan, and that people 
who fail to find the papers 
agreeing 


with their ideas know what to do, 
means that his ideas as to certain re- 
forms, and his plan of bringing such 
about down to the last detail must be 
followed. 


Perhaps the governor would not actu- 


ally use the language directly, that all 
opposing should be boycotted, and it is 
possible he has not considered the high- 
ly dangerous character of such advice. 
Perhaps the governor in his • zeal mak- 
ing such a public statement does not 
really mean boycotting should be intro- 
duced into our politics. But he can not 
be ignorant of the fact that if he has 
meant this, he has not only violated the 
law but put himself oil the plane of an 
advocate of social 
disorder.. But this 


boycotting however advised, unthink- 
ingly or knowingly, is a two-edged 
sword. 


If logically followed up. one sure re- 


sult would happen, practical anarchy. 
For seething humanity with its com- 
plex social conditions, fighting humanity 
for 
differing opinions and 
conscience 


sake would make life a veritable hell. 
Has not the world seen enough in past 
generations, and has not tho lesson been 
sufficient? Is the day of the stake and 
burning faggot, the day of the torture 
chamber, of imprisonment in loathesomo 
cells, all for the crime of different opin- 
ions, to return to blot this fair land? 
Thoughtful people can not but conclude 
this advice of the governor, even in the 
heat of his campaign, if followed, would 
surely lead to grave consequences. 


Let us rather think Governor La Fol- 


lette has not duly measured his. words, 
than to presume he purposely would em- 
broil citizen with citizen, church with 
church, organization with organization, 
political parties grappling to the very 
death, and a state of social and political 
chaos. 


Was there ever a reform that was not 


debated, amended and re-amended, and 
oven disputed? Has there ever been a 
public measure that has not been treat- 
ed from all points of view, not only by 
rival parties, but by the very friends of 
the proposed reform principle? Do not 
Republicans differ 
upon tho 
methods 


that the best results be secured, as do 
Democrats, and have there not been Re- 
publican measures in congress that Re- 
publicans differing as to the policy vot- 
ed against, and did not Senator Spooner 
and Senator Quarles vote against the 
ship subsidy measure emanating from 
their own party and thereby received 
the approval of Wisconsin Republicans 
for their course?

TO MAKE COMMISSIONERS OP USB. 


The national grain dealers in their 


late convention adopted of course the 
customary resolutions, one of these be- 
ing that of recording the convention as 
being in favor of congressional action 
which will empower the Interstate Com- 
merce commission 
to 
equalize 
rates. 


This calls for the power not 
only to 


fix rates for the railroads, but to en- 
force such rates, which power the Com- 
mission does not now possess nor never 
has, for the courts of the country in 
nearly every state as well as the United 
States supreme court, have deprived the 
commission of any power apparently 
delegated to it by congress. 


The Elkins law of last session of con- 


gress was supposed to have conferred 
more and necessary power upon this 
commission, but it lias been no sur- 
prise to jome that the country learn- 
ed later on, there was a fair sized gold 
brick presented Jx> the Interstate com- 
mission, and further legislation is need- 
ed. 


One trouble with state railroad rate 


commission has been either incapacity 
has been shown, a 'disposition to play 
politics, or a disposition to favor one 
part of the community at the expense of 
the other part. It is useless to deny 
railroads 
are 
entitled 
to 
fair 
re- 


turus, but it is not tiselcss to deny rail- 
roads should be deprived of any de- 
vices through which favored rates are 
given, or railroad favors distributed to 
influence 
business. Railroad commis- 


sioners everywhere either neglect to en- 
force such laws as do exist, or else of- 
ficiate merely as ornamental figureheads 
and gatherers of statistics and this not 
any too well done. 


It should be aut of the power of any 


executive of a state to influence- in any 
manner whatever the composition of a 
state commission. But if we are 
to 


have a government of commissions the 
people must have the 
appointing of 


them, and a malfeasance of office be de- 
clared for any state official to employ 
the influence of his office in anywise for 
political purposes. Removed from influ- 
ence of. political bosses or political lead- 
ers to express it that way, very possib- 
ly state commissions might amount to 
something of value. But 
if 
congress 


really desires the national commission 
supposed to 
regulate 
the 
railroads 


should have the necessary power it can 
easily bring it about. 
FOR. A -SKRVICEAJIM: COMMISSION. 


The Interstate Commerce commission 


members arc doing 
some 
missionary 


work upon the lines of inducing 
the 


coming congress to enlarge, tho sphere 
of its usefulness. This effort was made 
in the last session of congress but to 
no result as while tho original draft of 
the Elkins bill gave the commission the 
power to regulate the rates as well as 
to legalize polling, in the final round 
up, these two were knocked out. 


The Interstate commission members 


arc not content to serve merely ns the 
veriest figureheads, and are at work en- 
deavoring to create a public sentiment 
that may prove effectual to induce con- 
gress to do something practical to con- 
vince people party leaders are not play- 
ing with them and subservient to the 
trtists and syndicates. A circular has 
been lately sent out reading as follows: 


"The Elkins law relates wholly to the 


prevention of discrimination between in- 
dividuals by departure from published 
tariff rates, or by offering or grunting, 
soliciting or accepting, and rebate or 
concession therefrom. 
It contains no 


provision for the prevention of unjust 
discrimination in tariff rates between 
different localities or sections, or in the 
classification of freight, or between car 
load and less than car load rates, nor 
for protection against the continuance 
of rates unreasonable in themselves. 


."These abuses ca:a be remedied only 


by investing the commission with the 
authority prescribed in the first section 
of the bill, and it is believed that by 
concentrating efforts on this one provis- 
ion, with the active co-operation of the 
various commercial bodies of the coun- 
try interested in the movement, its ear- 
ly enactment may be secured." 


It could do the Republican party no 


possible harm to listen to the request 
of this commission originally organized 
to do certain tilings, which in some way, 
through defects in the provisions of the 
law, has rendered it impotent to enforce 
its decisions, the courts one by one, de- 
claring of no validity practically all of 
its findings.

VIOLATED BY JUDGES 


Startling Infraction Unearthed 


at Chicago, 1,800 Foreigners 


Taking Oath in One 


Evening-. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—A 
special from 


Tacoma, Wash., says: 


Startling violations of the new natur- 


alisation law at Chicago and elsewhere 
have been brought to light by C. D. C. 
Vandusen, a special agent of the depart- 
ment of justice, who has just completed 
a trip of inspection across the continent. 


Mr. Vandusen declares that the pro- 


vision of the neiv law which prevents 
any one with anarchistic beliefs, inclin- 
ations or tendencies from becoming a 
citizen has in many cases been ignored. 


As a result President RoasoVelt, it is 


said, will recommend to congress a rad- 
teal change in the law so as to limit the 
fight of conferring naturalization to tho 
federal courts. It is understood 
that 


the president will favor a permanent 
commission to question the applicant for 
citizenship papers, take other testimony 
if necessary and report the result of 
the examination to the judge. One Chi- 
cago judge is found to have admitted 1,- 
800 foreigners to full citizenship on one 
evening, an act which would have been 
physically 
impossible unless the oath 


•\rero administered to the applicants in 
platoons and the law presumed that the 
oath shall bo administered to each indi- 
vidual separately.

Sam- 
ples of the milk were taken to Milwau- 
kee chemists; were put through the se- 
verest tests and found to be absolutely 
mire. 


Then some of the milk was injected 


into the veins of rabbits and guinea pigs 
and it has had no ill efTocts. Nelson 
claims that he was the man who peddled 
the milk to families where the fever ex- 
isted and that certain 
physicians and 


others who have stock iu the Pure Milk 
company, started reports that the muk 
caused the fever. 


On account of such stories being cir- 


culated Mr. Nelson claims that he hag 
lost many of his customers a..nd that his 
business has been greatly damages. Be- 
ing a poor man it has taken away his 
means of livelihood in part. Just what 
amount lie lays his damages at is not 
stated, but it is intimated that 
the 


amount to be sued for will not be less 
than $5,000. 


Who the physicians are to be sued is 


not stated, but whon a complaint is fil- 
ed all will be named. Mr. Nelson is a 
man who appears to have had consider- 
able hard luck. 


Only a few weeks ago his barns and 


sheds were totally destroyed by fire a.nd 
much grain lost, besides farm machinery 
went up in smoke. Then ho and his wife 
were taken sick and following came the 
trouble about his supply of milk.

Falls Lileless Beside Brother's 


Bier After Bidding Pathetic 


Farewell to the 


Remains. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—JoEnson Chase 


Hull,, the oldest letter carrier in New 
York and possibly in the country has 
fallen dead while standing beside the cof- 
fin containing the body of his brother, 
William, at the latter's home in Brook- 
lyn. The doctors say he died from >a 
broken heart. 


William Hull was 82 years old and a 


retired merchant. His brother Johnson 
was two years younger, and the two 
had boeu inseparable during their long 
span of life.

There are -mounds iu great numbers in 
certain sections of the state, and who 
knows but what the hummock on your 
land may contain iu its depths relics 
enough to fill a museum? Much val- 
uable data has been lost to the state

lectors. If you have mounds on your 
land, and expect to excavate them, a 
few simple instructions 
will greatly 


atyl you. 


First, dig n trench for about two- 


thirds of the diumeter of the mound. 
Dig down to the original surface, de- 
noted by the 
dark streak of cartli. 


Throw the earth behind, and keep a 
clear space of four feet between Hie 
earth and tho front wall of the trench;. 
Never open a mound by digging a pit 
sunk from the .summit or center. Al- 
ways excavate all as'h piits carefuly, 
as valuable objects 
are 
frequently 


found in them. 
Be sure to designate 


tho mound or site. Photograph skele- 
tons or objects as they lie, and don't 
fail to keep a careful account of all 
relics discovered. In packing them Cor 
transportation one shpnId be very care- 
ful to eliminate all danger of break- 
age.

It Is ImPossSMe to Get Best Results 


by Vettlins All Coira Alitee. 


' The individual fceilhuv of the dairy 
cow has become an element in the suc- 
cess of'every dairyman, large or small. 
No two cows of the herd are exactly 
alike, and because of this difference 
the nature, disposition and needs of ev- 
ery animal should be made a study by 
the feeder in order that each may do 
the best work at the milk pail. The 
Missouri station says: If a herd is fed 
with the proper kind of ration and 
with the degree of liberality which 
goea with economy the next thing is to 
study the Individual animal and find 
out how mucb each will use with prof- 
it. Here is where good judgment on 
the part of the feeder must decide. It 
is well to have a cow in fairly good 
flesh at calviug time, but if a good 
milker she will lose much of this fat 
within a few weeks. It is not expected 
and, in fact, it is impossible to keep a 
good milk i.-ow flit while in full flow. 
If a cow begins to Jay on fat before 
reaching the in tier part of her milking 
period when ffid liberally one of two 
things is the matter. 
The cow is not 


adapted by nature for.producing milk, 
but beef, or is fed too liberally. 


A cow with the natural disposition to 


produce a large flow of milk will con- 
sume all the feed she can digest with- 
out getting fat provided it is properly 
balanced.

The cow that is generally underfed is 


tho cow giving or capable of giving a 
large flow of milk. In rnauy herds all 
the cows are fed the same amount of 
feed, which is a serious mistake. When 
a cow already on liberal feed begins to 
decline in milk yield the feed may be 
reduced gradually without affecting the 
milk cow. While a cow is in the early 
stage of her milking period the feed can 
be gradually increased, watching the 
milk yield to see how far sho responds. 
To feed to the best advantage it Is nec- 
essary to make a record of the yield of 
milk from each cow. It would be well 
for nil dairymen to keep in mind that 
the time to feed a cow liberally is when 
she is fresh and giving a good flow of 
milk and not to wait until the yield be- 
gins to drop before giving the liberal 
feed. 


Graphite In, Wisconsin.

are all forms of carbon, but graphite 
can neither be diffused by heat nor

like charcoal. 
This 
mineral 


has been known for hundreds of years, 
ami the first mines were located 
at 


Borrowdale, Eiig. 
Many years ago 


these mines became exhausted 
and 


since that time the bulk of tbe graphite 
of the world has been brought from 
tho island of Ceylon, 
in the Indian 


ocean. For many years this mine in 
Ceylon furnished 
nine-tenths of 
the 


world's supply of the mineral, while 
Mexico, Siberia, Germany, and Canada 
h/ive only been 
able to supply one- 


tenth of Hie product used. The .Toseph 
Uixon Crucible Company, of Jersey 
City, N. J., operates a mine at Ticon- 
dcroga, N. T., which supplies a small 
part o£ the graphite the company con- 
sumes. IJhode Island furnishes a few 
hundred tons annuiilly of a very low 
grade graphite anthracite, and Michi- 
gan supplies 
some 
known 
as 
the 


"Baraga" graphite, also of exceedingly 
low grade.
